To-day’s news from the seat of war contains 
several noteworthy ftems of intelligenoce,— 
mihtary and political. Suleiman Pasha’s 
success at Eski-Zaghra is now admitted, and 
it is stated that the Rus:;ians were pursued 
by the Turkish forces as far as Hainbaghay,

This reverse will dowbtless confirm the 
Grand Duke Nicholas in his intention to 
convert the campaign from a political into a 
more military one. It has been the plan of 
the Russians hitherto to occupy a lange 
tract of land and the greet num- 
ber of towns possible in thé eme 
country, so that when peace might be con- 
cluded they might dictate,conditions on the 
basis of accomplished facts.

ADMISSIONS. 

Lonpox, Aug. 6.-—An official dispatch pub- 
lished in St. Petersburg adimits the loss of up- 
wards of 5.000 men at Plevna, including one 
Colonel killed and a Major-Gieneral and two 
Colonels wounded. The dispatch also admits 
that Gen. Gourka has been obliged to retreat. 

HOLDING THEIR OWN. 

Sistova, Aug. G.—lu consequence of the 
Turks showing no dispos ion to pursue, the or- 
ders first given Prinve Schackosky and Gen. 
Krvedener to retire on the Osma River have 
been countermanded. ‘They have taken up the 
positions occupied before the battle. Prince 
Schackosky’s headquarters are at Poredin, 
and Gen. Kruedever at Tirstinik. Thev have 
their front, and are able to thwart any attempt 
of Osman Pasha to advance. 

REINFORCEMENTS GOING FORWARD. 

Loxpon, Aug. 6.—Ilnformation has been re- 
ceived that the Porte has decided not to re- 
tain more than 10,000 men in Thessalia and 
Epirus. 

Considerable bodies of troops from the prov- 
inces have been sent to Adrianople. 

A telegram from Bucharest announces that 
Mehemet Ali and Osman Pasha have defeated 
the Russians at Tirnova with alossof 15,000 
killed and wounded. ° 

The Czar has gone back to Frateshti. 

ASIA MINOR. 

Erzznoum, Aug. 6.—The Russian reinforce- 
ments, 5,000 strong, have crossed the frontier 
and occupied a strong position to the north of 
Ani, thus threatening the right flank and centre 
ot the Ottoman army. The Russian centre is 
divided into three columns at Ani-Gol- 
veran and Kurukdara. It numbers in all 
sixty-eight battalions of infantry, sixteen bat- 
teries, and 8.500 cavalry. Ismail Pasha is about 
one hour's march west of Bayazid. Gen. 
Tergukassoff is ou the frontier at Karadoulox 
with eig:hteen battalions of infantry, seven bat- 
teries, and seven regiments of cavalry.

ZEWIN DOOZ. 
DREAD7UL SLAUGHTER—THE RUSSIAN ARMY 8AC- 

RIFICED AND ROUTED—TURKS COMMANDED BY 

A HUNGARIAN. 

Special Correspondence London Times. 

Camp Zw Dooz, June 38.—Yesterday 
morning, early, Sir Arnold Kemball was in- 
formed that the Russians were advancing in two 
columns, and that severe fighting might be ex- 
pected at both Zewin and Delibaba. We accord- 
ingly moved on to Khorasan, it being a very 
central position on the road. 

Leaving Komadsov at 8a. m. we forded the 
Araxes. Fearing Cossack patrols, which had 
been reverted as scouring the country, we pase- 
e over tne hills via Ardost, in rear of the Zewin 
Hills, reaching the camp at 10 . m. We pro- 
ceeded at once to Mushir Ahmed Mukhtar 
Pasha’s tent, where we found him and 


his gallant old Chief of Staff, Faizi 
Pasha, in à great state of exultation. It ap- 
pears that the gut on the 25th here was a com- 
plete success. The Russians attacked the po- 
sition very heavily on the right front. The bat- 
tle lasted until 8 p. m., when the Russidus drew 
off, leaving 2,000 dead bodies on the ground. At 
11 a. m. the Russian column, consisting (as now 
could be distinctly seen) of fifteen battalions, 
three batteries, and from 1,500 to 2,000 cavalry, 
was visible, moving over the hills from Millidooz 
to Zewin. Without waiting even to halt and 
rest his men, the Russian General (by some said 
to be Loris Melikof himself, by others Gen. 
Gevman) pushed on heavy colymns to the right 
front of the Turkish position; where the ground 
is split up into numerous rocky ravines, termi- 
nating under the Turkish intrenchments in al- 
most precipitous walls enfiladed for a distance 
of about 800 yards, and in many places ex- 
— 1 to crose fire from three intrenchments 
eld by infantry, as well as toa sweeping fire 
from the six upp guns. The Russian guns, 
owing to the nature of the ground, could not 
come into action at a nearer range than 5,000 
yards, and the Turks being about 1,500 feet 
above their batteries. shots not actually striking 
the intreuchments either buried themselves jn 
the ground, on the fare of the slope, or passing 
over fell barmless a long distance in rear of the 
ridge. Tue infantry tire, too, owing to their 
low position, was to a great extent nullified, 
while the Ottoman troops, safe behind their 
shelter-trenches, rained in a fire from their 
Martini-Henry rifles that no troops could have 
lived under. Ten tines were the Russians 
driven back, and ten separate times did they, 
with the gallant obstinacy characteristic of the 
nation, assail their almost impregnable position, — 
certaiuly impregnable rom the face they attacked 
it from. Seventeen Turkish battalions, armed 
with the best shootivg weapon in the world, 
poured down an almost incessant fire on the 
Russian column; and when they, shaken and 
broken by their heavy losses, endeavored to 
move off to their right up the valley, and at- 
tack the more open ground in that direction, 
they were met by two fresh battalions, acvoin- 
panied by two field guns, very fortunately sent 
down by Faizi Pasha, and, although these suf- 
fered very heavily (one having no less than 150 
men put Aors de combat), they effectually 
checked the enemy. Again and again did the 
Russians press their attack, sometimes to with- 
in 200 yards of the Turkish trenches. Again 
and again were they forced back, unable to face 
the furious storm hurled against them. Tie 
sun went down on this scene of carnage, and yet 
the ficht went on, the midsummer muon lend- 
ing her brigut licht to enable aggressor 
and oppressor to carry on their dread slaughter. 
In spite of their enormous losses, in spite of the 
death of twoof their most gallant and deter- 
mined leaders, in spite of their being unable to 
inflict any loss on their opponents, the Musco- 
vites pressed on their attack; but at half-past 8 
in the evening, having lost nearly one-fourth of 
his force, German drew, off to Zewin. Had the 
Turkish commander posses-ed any confideme 
that his men would face their foe in the open, 
tue Russians would have been followed up, and 
probably not a man would have esca to tell 
the tale to the Grand Duke Michael at Kars: 
but, knowing that the strong point of bis men

His Simple but Imposing Obsequies. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nzw York, Aug. 6.—The funeral of the late 
William B. Ogden took place this afternoon. 
The funeral services, in accordance with the 
rites of the Protestant Episcopal Church, were 
performed im the handsome little Gothic chapel 
of St. James, Fordham. The church was 
filled with mourners. The services were 
characterized by the utmost simplicity, and a 
simple cross of roses was the only floral adorn- 
ment of the coffin. The relatives and friends 
of deceased assembled at Vilia Boscobel early 
in the afternoon, and left there about 3:30 
carriage 
were the Rt.-Rev. Robert H. Clarkson, 
Bishop of Nebraska, and the Rev. Joseph 
N. Blanchard, Rector of St. James. Then 
followed the pall-bearers wearing white 
baldrics, with shoulder-knots of black. 
They were Gov. Morris, William A. Booth, Park 
Godwin, Oswald Ottendorfer, William C. 
Sheldon, Martin Seborrowski, Lewis G. Morris, 
Franklin Edson, Gabriel Mead, Andrew H. 
Green. After the hearse were the relatives and 
near fricnds of Mr. Ogden, numbering about 
twenty persons. The procession reached the 
church about 4:30 o’clock. 

Upon entering it, the Rev. Mr. Blanchard began 
to recite the first lesson of the funeral service, 
which he finished upon reaching the chancel. 

The choir then chanted the anthem from the 
thirty-niuth and nineticth Psalms, beginning: 
“Lord, let me know my end, and the number of 
my days, that I may be certified how long I 
have to live.” 

At the conclusion of the second lesson, read 
by Mr. Blanchard, the congregation sang the 
bhymu, Rock of Ages.“ 

Bishop Clarkson delivered the discourse over 

e body of the deceased. He said: “ Will you 
allow me a simple word or two about him who 
was one of the noblest men, one of the most 
brilliant in some senses, of our land? The great 
enterprise of him who comprehended, far in ad- 
vance of his generation, the capacities of this 
expanding continent, and who might be said to 
have been the master-builder of the city that is 
the lasting marvel of these days, will be 
widely written and read. Therefore we 
may pass them by with simple mention; but, as 
we stand here about the coffin of him whom 
we revered, let us think of those superior 
graces ol character that made him so attractive

Auditor of Public Accounte—Dean 
Sin: Your letter of the Sth ult. was duly received, 
inclosing extracts from the report of the Examiner 
in reference to the Ohio Trust Associations con- 
nected with the Protection Life-Insurance Com- 
pany of Chicago, stating the manner of transact- 
ing business with said associations. 

You request my opinion whether by this manner 
of placing policies the Protection Life-Insurance 
Company has failed to N with the rules, re - 
strictions, or conditions provided by law, or has 
exceeded its corporate powers. 

It appears from the statement furnished me that 

trust associations in question act as 

in procuring these policies, and, as 

a part of the nal transaction, take 
an assignment of nine-tenths of the 
policy from the assured, and bind themselves to 
pay the assessments on the policies as the same are 
made from time to time, the assured paying the 
association $10 in advance and $3 annually. In 
case of death of the assured, his heirs or repre- 
sentatives are entitled to receive one-tenth of the 
amount due on us policy, and the trust associa- 
tion the remaining nine-tenths. 
In substance this amounts to an insurance for 
the benefit of the trust association to the extent 
of nine-tenths of each policy. 
The genetal rule of law is that a y effected 
by or for the benefit of a party who no ineura- 
ble interest in the life of the insured is a mere 
wager policy, and is void. Bliss on Life-Insur- 
ance, p. 24; Buse vs. Mutual Benefit Life-Insur- 
ance Company, 23 N. ¥., 516; Lord vs. Doll, 12 
Mass. 118. Loomis vs. Eagle Life- Insurance 
Company, 6 Gray, 306. 
As to what constitutes an insurable interest, see 
Bliss on Life-Ineurance, 13 to 42, and authorities 
there cited. Unless tnese trust associations do in 
fact standin such relations to the insured as to 
have an insurable interest in their lives respect- 
ively instead of an interest in their deaths, the 
policies thus taken are, in my opinion, void, at 
least as to the nine-tenths taken for the benefit of 
the associations. Stevens vs. Warren, 101 Mass., 
564. 


If the Protection Life- Insurance Company issues 
policies of this character and makes assessments 
upon its other policy - holders to pay losses thereon, 
in my opinion it does thereby exceed its corporate 
powers, and violate the rules, restrictions, and 
conditions provided by law. Wager policies are 
not only void at common law. but are prohibited 
by the statutes of this State. Rev. Stat., Chap. 
38, Seca. 131 and 134, pp. 372, 373. Iam, very 
respectfully, Jas.

TOO SLOW ABOUT IT. 

It is gratifying that the career of this Com- 

ny is at last ended; but it is inexplicable why 
t should have been allowed to live a dav since 
June 2, when Maj. Woods made his report to 
the Auditor. That report not only told of the 
wagering policies, but it showed that the Com- 
pany was insolvent. Yet the Auditor, instead 
of shutting it right up on the financial showing, 
asked the Attorney-General’s opinion about 
these Hess policies, and thus delayed the fore- 
closure of the Company for three montis. This 
enabled the Protection to send out its assess- 
ments for June, for July, and, it is reported, for 
August, thus taking from ignorant policy-hold- 
ers large sums which they will never get back 


ain. 

* f, as is alleged, the August assessments were 
sent out last week, the officers of the Company 
did a very strange thing. They knew that the 
Auditor was going to ask for a Receiver; they 
had talked the thing over with him or his sub- 
ordinates, and it was understood between them 
that the application for a Receiver was not to be 
resisted. The quo warranto proceedings were to 
have come up to-day, andit was necessary to stop 
them by getting the Company into a Receiver's 
hands on some tolerably harmless charge. It 
looks very much as if there had been a compro- 
mise somewhere by which the proceedings in 
the Criminal Court were to be dropped in con- 
sideration ot the Protection’s giving up the 
fight. They having practically decided last 
week to lie down, any attempt to collect an as- 
sessment would be an out ous proceeding 
which should be closely looked into. 

The quo warranto proceedings are at an end, 
hut it remains to be seen whether Dr. Oagood, 
who went over to the Grand Jury vesterday 
with his war paint on to get Hilliard and Ed- 
wards indicted, is ready to let up on them, and 
be satisfied with Khatever he may ultimately 
get on his $8,000 claim.

The Testimony for Both Sides 


The Judge Called On to Decide as to 
the Constitutionality ef the 
Law. 


An evening session of the Criminal Court was 
held last night by Judge Farwell, the case at 
bar being that of Edward A, Mulford, charged 
with the illegal purchase and sale of railroad 
tickets. Mr. A. 8. Trude appeared for the pros- 
ecution, the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis Rail- 
road, and Mr. J. J. Herrick for the defense. 
Not more than a dozen persons in all were 
present. 9 


MR. HERRICK 
read from the statutes governing the sale of 
railroad tickets. He then read the indictments, 
which included four counts a1 identical in 
character. These set forth that the defendant, 


Mulford, did in June last sell to N 
for $11 a railroad ticket entitling bi travel 
over the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis Railroad, 
he not being an authorized agent of the rail- 
road. Speaking on the motion to quash 
the indictment Mr. Herrick argued 
t uus it was not necessary under 
the statute that every agent should have a cer- 
tificate from every road over which he sold tick- 
ets. One * | go to the office of the Chicago, 
Alton & St. s Railroad and purchase tickets 
over a hundred railroad and mboat lines, 
and it was very certain that their agent had not 
a certificate irom each of these rajlroad com- 
panies. If this were the case, then the officers 
of the Chicago, Alton & St, Louis Railroad were 
equally liable with Mr. Malford. It was clear 
that the statute only contemplated that agents 
should have an authorization from some one 
railroad company. In the second place, the in-

said that in 1879 a number of what were known 
in street parlance as “‘ scalping offices’’ sprang 
into existence. They had been stam out and 
suppressed in other places, but still remained 
open in Chicago. One system of fraud prac- 
ticed in some of these offices was that bogus 
tickets were sold. John Smith might buy a 
ticket in Chicago to Galveston, Tex.; be w 
find it all richt until he got to St. Louis, and 
then the remainder of it would be valueless. 
In very few cases did the aggrieved party return 
to Chicago to prosecute. Another fraud 
was that of the sale of stock passes, 

a third was that of the alteration 
of passes and thousand-mile tickets. In this 
case a lady, Mrs. Charlotte Smith, had her 
pocket picked and her pass over the Chicago, 
Alton & St. Louis Railroad, with the name al- 
tered to Charles Smith, was found in the 
office of the defendant Mulford. The law was 
directed not — 4 — the scalpers but 

t the rail com panies, and was intend- 

for the protection of the traveling public. 

The Common Council had compelled saloon- 
keepers, auctioneers, nackmen, and many other 
persons to have in a prominent position a certifi- 
caie of their authority to carry on their trade. 
The statute called for the same provision 
with regard to ticket agents, and demanded 
that they should show a certificate from the 
railroad companies empowering them to sell 
tickets. He joined issue with Mr. Herrick as to 
the sale of outside tickets by the agents of tne 
Chicago & Alton Railroad; they onlv sold tick- 
ete over their own road and ite branches. There 
was no doubt that th@indictment was sufficient- 
ly particular in its definiticns. 

MR. HERRICK PROPOSED TO SHOW 
when the proper time came that the law was 
passed, not in the interest of the 
traveling public, but of the railroads. 
As to the claim that the agents sold 
forged tickets, they were indictable if they did 
80. As to what counsel had said in regard to 
the show made by these agents, an unsophisti- 
cated Granger might walk along Clark street 
and tind a nicely-furnished real-estate office i 
witich be would be swindled. Was that any 
reason for forbidding the traffic in real estat 
altogether? But the point on which he wished 
toinsist was that it was vot necessary fora 
agent to have a certificate from every railroad 
over which he sold tickets. 

JUDGE FARWELL 

asked if it was expected that he should at once 
dispose of the motion to quash, te whieh Mr. 
Herrick answered that he supposed the ques- 
tions would be dealt with as they arose. 

The Court then took thetindictment and the 
statutes, and after looking thein over said the 
matter was ove which he should want time to 
loek inte. His Honor then reviewed the argu- 
ments made so far, and said that the ques- 
tion at issue seemed to be whether an 
authorization irom every company or from one 
only was needed; whether an authorization 
froin the Chicago & Alton Railroad allowed an 
agent to sell tickets over the Michigan Central 
or other roads. If the counse! chose, they could 
go ahead with their testimony. 

MRS. CHARLOTTE SMITH, 

editor of the /niand Magazine, then took the 
stand. She was asked if she went to Mr. 
Whipple, agent of the Chicago, Alton & St. 
Louis Railroad, to obtain a ticket. Mr. Herrick 
ob,ected, and a discussion followed as to the 
admissability of the evidence. Mr. Her- 
riak protested against the introduction of 
foreign matter into a case which must ultimate- 
ly reach the Supreme Coort. Mrs. Smith’s ex- 
amination being resumed, she said that she got 
a thousand-mile ticket, which she either lost or 
hail stolen from ber. She could not ideutiiy 
the ticket produced. 

, MR, SAMUEL L. WHIPPLE, 

Serretary to the General Superintendent of the 
Chicago, Alton & St. Louis Railroad, testitied 
that be issued a thousand-mile ticket to Char- 
lotte Smith. He identified the ticket produced 
as being the one issued by him. Saw the 
ticket afterwards in Mulford's office; it 
was offered to bim for sale. Went 
there under instructions. Asked Mulford 
if he had any tickets for St. Louis, and was 
shown several, among them this one. Witness 
left without purchasing, and consulted cme 
Beckwith, who advised him to return and buy the 
ticket. On his return he found that a man 
named D. W. Thompson, residing at Englewood, 
nad purchased the ticket, Witness saw Thomp- 
sop and demanded the ticket from him. Thom 
sop refused to give it up unless he could get his 
money back, and they all returned to Mr. Mul- 
ford’s office, where Mulford repaid Thompson 
his money and took up the ticket. 

Mr. Trude asked if witness knew that Mul- 
ford had been in the habit of buying and selling 
passes in which the holders had acquired no ti- 
tle. Objected to, and objection sustained. 

Mr. W „1 examination was resuined, and 
he testified to some conversation with Mulford 
as to the sale of the tickets. Mulford had no 
certificate of authority from the Chicago & Al- 
ton Railroad, nor from any other railroad so far 
as witness knew or could see in the oflice. Wit- 
nes had been ten years in the employ of the 
Chi ago & Alton Railroad, and knew that the 
read sold no tickets over any other road than its 
own. 

ANOTHER LONG DISCUSSION 

followed as to the admissibility of testimony in 
regard tothe ticket, Mr. Herrick contending that 
it was wrongly described in the indictment, and 
that this was a fatal defect. He cited a casc in 
which a Treasury-vote was described as bearing 
1 per cent interest, while it really only bore inter- 
est at the rate of one-tenth of 1 percent. In 
this case the Court held that the defective de- 
S Fiptiou was fatal to the indi¢tment. Another 
Case cited was the Commonwealth vs. Rea, 3d 
Gray, 441. 

The Court asked if the fact of the offense 
having been committed must not be proved by 
evidence. Confession was not evidence as to 
the sale of the ticket. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Herrick, Mr. 
Whipple said that it was the custom of the road 
toaliow any person to ride upon these 1,000- 
méle tickets. The conductor would pass any 
ove unless he was notilicd by the management 
ta take up the ticket and collect fare. 
For instance, D. W. Thompson could 
ride on Cuariotte Smith’s ticket unless 
the management notified the conductor not to 
pass him. Tickets were taken up under orders 
where the Managers were notified that they had 
been stolen, forged, or counterfeited.

ness considered his special knowledge of 
railroad tickets as being of more value to him 
than his capital. 

In cross-examination witness owned to having 
been arrested on a warrant issued by Justice 
Scully for n money under false pre- 
tenses. Did not know that he had been arrested 
any other time, unless it might be on some of 
the trumped-up charges which Trude bad made 
and failed to prove. He had been arrested four 
times on this cha and not for selling a stock 
pass to one Hugh teary. Witness could not 
say from whom the ticket in dispute had been 
bought. His clerk bougut it one evening while 
he was absent. Would swear that when he 
was arrested there were no stock passes in his 
possession. He had five or six railroad passes 
at that time; could not remember whether he 
kept them for saie or not.

Witness had never been 
asked by the officers of the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad to let upon selling vasses, with the 
promise that he should be allowed to sell all the 
straight tickets he could handle.

He bad beard that Mrs. Charlotte Smith had a 
brother-in-law named Charles Smith, and wit- 
ness thought it quite possible that the name 
signed to the ticket was his. 

he Court then suggested that Mr. Herrick 
should put into writing such arguments as he 
mignt have to offer on the constitutionality of 
the law, and show it to Mr. Trude. The Court 
would take time to consider, and would notify 
counsel when a decision was reached. 


AMUSEMENTS. 


**SERAPHINE” AT M’VICKER’S. 

The twenty-first season of McVicker’s The 
atre began last night, and the occasion was 
made a memorable one by the first representa- 
tion in this country of Sardou’s Seraphine. 
The fame of this piece has been widely known 
abroad. We have heard of it as a piece dealing 
with sacred subjects in an offensive manner, 
and again as being a picture of the worst type 
of French morals. Neither of these objections 
can be urged with force against the adaptation 
of last night. If bigotry, hypocrisy, and shal- 
low credulity are not fair marks for the 
shafts of satire, we do not know where 
anv can be found; and the wounding 
of these, or of susceptibilities which are tender- 
ly interested in them, can work no injury to 
true religion. It is not a fair accusation against 
the present version of Seraphine.“ either, 
that it produees on the stageatyve of charac- 
ter and manners not fit for public view. There 
has been some thorough work on the rt of 
the translator to forestall charges of this de- 
scription. The mottye of the ‘+h original 
has been taken out, anda more innocent one 
substituted. The naked method of Sardou has 
been clothed after the American fashion, and if 
the effect is at times highly suggestive, it is also 
picturesque and respectabie. 

The main objection to the American version 
of the play is that peovle will not understand 
it. Many an honest soul went away from the 
theatre last night ander the tmpression that 
Seraphine was the child of an illicit love, where- 
as the purpose of the trunstator, as we have al- 
really explained, was to convey a different idea. 
Tne American Seraphine is supposed to be the 
child of her recogn parents. The early love 
affair between the Baroness and the Adairal is 
explicitly explained away a8 not crim- 
inal. There were passionate letters, 
letters that might make a married 
woman blash with shame,—but this was the 
worst sin of the lovers. The Admiral tg Sera- 
phine’s godfather, and nothing more; he ab- 
ducts her, as a godfather might and probably 
would; he catecbises her as to her love for him 
with all the average godfather’s breathless anx- 
iety; he has watcbed over her cradle, guided 
her youth, prayed, wept, and sung for her with 
the solicitude becoming in a godfather, and a 
French godfather at that. Itis difficult for an 
American audience to take in the full height 
and depth of this godfather idea. They 
do these things so differently in France! 
Much easier is it to jump at the conclusion that 
the Admiral is Seraphine’s father, and that the 
dramatic motive of the play arises frum the eir- 
curmstance. We say it is easier to jump at this 
conclusion than not; but it is more respectable 
to abide by the other view. Unfortunately, the 
case is one m which it is impossible to be-re- 
svectable and dramatic at the same time. IT 
there has been no criminal relation between 
the Admiral and the Baroness, the play is 
destitute of a guflicient motive; if ~ on 
bas been such a relation, it becomes 
the upright journalist to hoist a signal of dis- 
tress and cry for relief from the deadly plagues 
of the immoral French drama. The alternative 
is a painful one; but a worse fate even than its 
presentation might have fallen ont. It might 
have happened that the motive of the piay 
should be destroyed without the removal of the 
indelicate suggestions. Some plain, simple- 
minded people were afflicted with the double 
evil last niet. 

The original_defects and merits of “ Sera- 
phine”’ are something the same as those sug- 
gested in the case of Ferreol. The construc- 
tion, particularly in the first act, is excellent. 
The dialogue is crisp and witty, abounding in 
the ebigram so esseutial to every French drama. 
We enjoy hearing the Baroness say to /ivbert, 
At least you think of marriage,” since it gives 
bim occasion for the tremendous retort, ** So 
seriously, Madame, that I have no intention of 
marrying.” We like to hear the Baron say, too, 
that he will not endure the gout and religion at 
the same time/‘and applaud one of the young 
men who asserté that the Baron shoots well 
for an ex-Colonelof Zouaves. The action is not 
always so lively asthe dialogue, possibly because 
too much attention has been paid to the latter. 
Ihe movement of the piece is at times slow and 
clumsy. the episode at the beginning of the 
last act concerning young Paul aud the ballet- 
dancer is an unnecessary interpolation, and 
rather too long to be excused even for the mild 
amusement it offers. 

The acting was aneven, and more frequently 
bad than not. Taking out Mr. Charles Stanley, 
who plaved admirably the part of the Abbe, and 
Miss Meek, who was not ineffective as 
the Baroness, the cust was inadequate 
to the representation of the Piece. 
Miss Geraldine Maye was interesting and art- 
less, but not equal tothe heavier emotional 
scenes, and far from pathetic in the interview 
with the Baroness when Seraphine begs to be 
spared from imprisonment in the convent. Mr. 
Hamilton as the Admiral was uneven and rough, 
showing quiet force at times, but missing sey- 
eral opportunities for the exhibition of a reason- 
able maniy vigor. He was not at any time as 
refined or delicate as he ought to have 
been, and his picture of the gallant 
French Admira! fallen into the lean and 
slippered pantaloon was far from impressive. 
Mr. Wheelock was agreeable, but not suillcient- 
ly prominent to be important, and Mr. Power 
Was an odious lover, with an everlastiug smirk, 
yellow tro and bair-oil, Mr. Harry Pear- 
son Was odd and eccentric throughout, whereas 
he ought to have been oceasiona) 
chivairic, Miss Fannie Price as

greenoacks, Reference is made in that.extraci to 
the effect that the proposition to make customs 
yablie in greenvacks. ig astounding, com- 
ng from & gentleman generally understood 
to represent the Administration of President 
Hayes and the Secretary of the Treasury ou the 
subject of the ünances. No one knows better 
than the editor o: the Cleveland Leader, who wrote 
this paragraph. that I never professed on this occa- 
sion or on any otuer on soreness the views of the 
Administration ur the Secretary of the Treasury on 
the Gnancial question. If he had been able to hear 
what was said on the occasion referred to, and to 
recollect and report it correctly, he would have 
said that the proposition was stated by me at the 
time to be submitted as a sugyestion for consider- 
ation by the conference, not reflecting the views of 
any person tu particular. The proposition itself is 
not correctly reported. It consisted of a resolu- 
tion reciting that the présent business dis- 
tress of the country was largely due to an ap- 
prehension on the part of the public that the con- 
tinned and increasing d e of values was 
caused by the intended resumption of specie pay - 
ments on the lst of January, 1879, as now fixed by 
law. and that the Resumption act itself furnished 
no means forthe execation of its purpose, except 
the hoarding of gold to be purchased by the sale of 
bonds, an attempt to do which was pronounced 
ruinous *.. then, for the pur- 
pose af electing resumpt of specie payments, 
and furnishing a fixed and unflactuating standard 
of value, with an ample currency redeemapie in 
coin at paron demand, it was proposed: First, 
that Congress should restore to our coinage and the 
circulation of the country, the ancient silver dollar 
as now and Always knéwn to our laws, to be a legal 
tender in payment of all debts, public and private; 
second, taat the -tender quality of the green- 
back notes shoula be extended, so that they should 
be receivable in payment of customs duties, 
and thus de made equal in value to con; third, that 
with gold thus chegpened by diminishing the 
necessity for ita use, and silver appreciated by in- 
creasing its uses, the requisite amount of paper 
circulation could and ought to be maintained at par 
with coin, and redeemable and exchaggeavle with 
coin at par; fourth, that this legislation was essen- 
tial and adequate to establish ihe 8 con- 
ditions for sesumption, and which conditions, 
when realized, would of themselves fix the only 
date at which resumption was practicable, by mak- 
ing it actual. a 

When this proposition was read in the Confer- 
ence it was accompanied bv a verbal statement of 
certain implied conditions Weich furnished its ex- 
planation and defense. The first was that the coin- 
age of the silver dollar should be on Government 
account alone, so that until silver aud gold 
reached the same the Government should 
keep the entire profit, consisting in the difference 
between the value of the bullion and the coined 
silver. Silver coinage was not to be free until that 
desideratem was attained. Then the mints could 
be thrown open to all who desired to have silver 
coinage, on the same terms on which the Govern- 
ment coins gold. The second condition was, that 
for every silver dol.ar issued a sr dollar should 
be retired, so that by ne possibility could there be 
any inflation of the currency. ‘The silver coinage 
was not to add to the bulk or quantity of the eir- 
culation, but to be a subetitate for that amount of 
paper money to be withdrawn. The third condi- 
tion was that the control of the silver coinage, 
being exclusively retained by the Govern- 
ment, and the capacity of the 
being limited,—as was stated, abeat . fifty 
millions per annum, — the addition of 
silver to the circulation would be eo gradual that if 
any evils should be developed tnere would be am- 
ple time before they should be realized o avert 
them by neut legislation. Our Government, 
in that respect, would be precisely in the same po- 
sition in which were the Governments of the Latin 
Union who, by agreement among themselves, 
limited the quantity of their silver coinage, and 
thus prevented the demoncetization of siver in Ger- 
many from banishing their gold coinage. We 
would be im a better situation, indeed, because our 
ratio of value between gold and silver being as one 
to sixteen, and theirs as one to tifteemand a half. 
the depreciation of silver would have less effect 
upon our gold circulation than upon theirs. 

In regard to the proposition to make the green- 
back receivable for customs duties, no objection 
was made, except that based upon the supposed 
pledge of the Government to pay the principal and 
interest of the public debt in coin, whica was sup- 
posed to contain an implied obligation to collect 
the revenue from customs in coin; bat the sub- 
stance of the obligation was to pay the interest on 
the deot in coin, and we could do that as well when 
we collect the revenue in greenbacks as if we col- 
lected it in coin, for the Government could buy the 
coin in the market with greenbacks just as readily 
as private importers could do. And if the scheme 
was carried out, and greenbacks, by tuis 
new demand and the remonetization of s:!- 

er, were made equal in value with coin, 
there de no breach of faitp with the 
uu dlic „ and, neo tose to the Gov- 
ernment. ¢ questiv® as to the date of resump- 
ti ne simply of fulfiffing the necessary con- 

itions ou which resumption was practicable; and 
to say we will resume on the Ist of January, 1879, 
and then make po provision by which resumption 
Was possible, was scarcely to keep the word of 
promise to the car, and clearly to break it to 
the hope, whereas, if before Jan. 1, 1879, we 
brought aboat a state of things in which paper was 
equal in value to coin, then we had the fact of re- 
sumption realized without reference to any mere 
legislative prediction. It mixht or might uot come 
to pass, according as we did or did not wake pro- 
vis.en for bringing it to pass. 

Senator Matthews continued: 1 have also read an 
article in the New York Avening Post in which the 
proposition which I have just explained is de- 
nounced. The Lom further insinuates that when 
the new 4-per-centam bonds were offered to the 
public at the very time when of a)! times the cred- 
it of the, Government ought to have Leen strength- 
ened in every way, and its good faith pat beyond 
suspicion, Mr. Stanley Matinews took occasion to 
visit New York and to give the merchants aad bank- 
ers of that city the benefit of his financial views; 
that he made known at every suitavle er unsuitable 
opportunity his opinion that silver coin was an ex- 
cellent thing with which to pay tbe 4-per-centum 
bonds and all other bonds; that he professed to be 
in confidential relations with the Administration, 
and to speak as if he had high otti€ial authority for 
his utterances.” What i did say was that as a mat- 
ter of law the 5, 4%, and 4 per centam bonds were 
owe in coin of the standard value of July 14, 

570, and that at that time the silver dollar was 
one of the authorized coins of the country, and 
that consequently these bonds, by the terms of the 
law, were payable either in gold or silver, as the 
Government mi choose, provided it was of the 
standard value of the date fixed. As to whether it 
would be exvedient in fact to pay them in silver or 
in gold, I gave no opinion, Ido not suppose 
tnat any private inte 
acts of Congress applieadle to the case can have 
any effect whatever. The contract between the 
Government and its creditors stands under the law, 
and any version of the law which may be put up- 
on it, whether by a Senator, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, orthe President of the United States, 
will have vo effect except so far astts accuracy 
may stand the test of judicial investigation. I do 
not believe the last word on the currency question 
has yet been spoken, whether by professors of 
polit economy or ale editors. I do not betieve 
that allerthodoxy on all financial questions must 
necessarily proceed from the East, although that is 
the quarter from which wise men come. I think 
| have as mach right to express my Opinions as the 
editor of the New York Zvening Post or the New 
York Zimes, or any other organ of pubtic opinion.

Judgments and New Suita«Some More 
Bankrupts—Whisky Cases Reopened. 

The Town of Walnut filed a bill yesterday in 
the United States Circuit Court against John H. 
McKenzie and Frank E. Van Lien to set aside a 
judgment obtained against it by default some 
time ago forthe sum of $1,508.50. The suit 
was to recover on 142 coupons for $10 each, 
which were attached to certain railroad ald 
bonds issued by the town to aid in the construc- 
tion of the Illinois Grand Trunk Railway. It is 
claimed that the suit was erroncously brought 
agaipst the township instead of the Town of 
Walnut, that no proper service of the sum- 
mons was ever had, and that judgment was en- 
tered without the town authorities having had 
notice of the pendency of the suit. Also thatthe 
bonds were illegal and void, they having been is- 
sued under a special law of March 24, 1869, which 
was never legally passed. The act in question 
was for more than one object, and the object 
was not expressed in the title, both of which 
Gefeets were fatal under the Constitution. The 
town, therefore, asks to have the judgment set 
aside and canceled.

Schneider, an inhabitant of the Canton of 
Unterwald, in Switzerland, was left at the age 
of 21 to shift for himself. His father had been 
a respectable man, but had left nothing to his 
sou but some sketches fora new Constitution. 
which Schneider could make no use of. Thedoc- 
trine of Joans came into Schueider's head as 
pily as that of attraction struck Newton, 
22 knew that his father haa died insolvent 
he declared openly that he was in want of 2,000 
rix dollars (£400), for which he was willing to 

y 5 per cent interest, the capital to be repaid 
In six months. He had no difficulty in obtain- 
ing this loan, which was very usefnl to him, and 
by constantly saying that his father had leit him 
very little, but that by economy he managed to 
make both ends meet, everybody thought him a 
modest rich man. Two months before his bills 
came due he borrowed of another banker 3,125 
rix dollars. Schneider fustantly went to the 
person from whom be borrowed the 2,000 rix 
dollars, and after remarking that 5 per cent was 
a heavy interest to pay told them that he 
would repay the capital if they would allow him 
discount for the remaining part of the term. 
The bankers, convinge of the stability of 
Schneider, were unwilling to take the money;

them. Schneider went to work upon a at 
scale, his credit being fully established. In the 
course of three years, there Was such an - 
ness in the first houses of Switzerland to lend 
money to Schneider, that he frequently refused 
their offers. He quieted his conscience, retiect- 
ing that if he lived 1 1 pears according to his 
inordinate expenditure his creditors would lose 
only 400,000 rix dollars by him, and he considered 
the excellence of his life and the suggestions 
which be made every now and then to the Gov- 
crnment as an ample equivalent. 

To make short ef a long story, Schneider 
found himself upon his death-bed at the age of 
80; not, however, before he had rendered great 
service to bis country, by introducing the mode 
of making the celebrated Gruyere cheese, which 
is now eaten over the whole Continent. He 
summoned his creditors, one hundred in num- 
ber, to his bedside, and after relating to them 
the mode which ne had adopted for his support, 
and as frankly stating that he had nothing to 
leave, terminated his dying speech in the fol- 
lowing terms: What is the loss which you 
sustain by me compar h the admirable 
system of finance w tt Würd e, you can 
reveal to your country! I, a poor mortal, at 
my dying bour, commit an act of bankruptcy; 

A nation may bor- 
row without limit, because its existence is witn- 
out limit. Switzerland has only to tread in my 
steps, to create loans, and to pay the interest 
punctually, and one day or other she will en- 
gross the capital of Europe.”

miscellaneous, $746.62; bedding and 8

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THE TAJ MAHUL. 

The Rev. V. ER. Alger in Friendships of Women.” 

Still more costly honors than Artemisia lay- 
ished on her Mausoleum did the great mogul, 
Shan Jehan, pay to his idolized wife, Moomtaza 
Mahul. She died in 1631 in giving birth toa 
daughter. Shah Jehan’s love for this exquisite 
being appears to have been supreme and inefface- 
able. After her death he at once set his arehi- 
tects at work, with 20,000 laborers, to build a 
memorial worthy of ber loveliness and of his 


grief. For twenty-two years they toiled, when, 
at a cost équivalent to 000 now, unveiled 
from every disfiguring accompaniment, rose on 
the banks of the clear, blue Jumna at Agra, 
where it still stands to enchant the soul of every 
traveler who approaches, the Taj Mahul, the 
most 114 building on the globe; an angelic 
dream of beauty, materialized and translated to 
earth. It is a romance at.once of Oriental roy- 
alty, of marriage, and of the human heart, that 
the unrivaled pearl of architecture in all the 
world should thus be atomb reared over the 
body of his wife by the proudest monarch of 
the East. The quadrangle in which the struct- 
ure stands is 964 feet one way and 329 the other. 
The area around is laid out in parterres, planted 
with flowers, blossoming shrubs, and cypresses, 
interlaced by rows of bubbling fountains and 
avenues paved with freestone slabs. The mauso- 
leum itself, the terrace, and the minarets, are 
all formed of the finest white marble, and thick- 
ly inlaid with precious stones. The funeral 
vault isa miracle of coolness, softness, spien- 
dor, tenderness, and solemnity. Fergusson, the 
historian of architecture, says: No words can 
express the chastened beauty of that central 
cham ber,—the most graceful and the most im- 
pressive of all the sepuichres of the world.“ 

Russell, in his Diary in India, thus records 
the impression the scene made on him: Write 
a description of theTajf As well write a descrip- 
tion of that lovely dream which flushed the poct’s 
cheek or gently moved the painter’s hand as he 
lay trembling with delight—the Endymion of the 
glorious art-goddess, who reveals herself and then 
floats softly away among the moonbeams and 
the dew-clouds as he springsup to grasp the 
melting form.

The exquisite screens of marbic 
in the windows, the porches, the arched door- 
ways, from which a shower of fleecy marble 
mingled with a rain of gems, seems about to 
fall on you. The solid walls, melting and glow- 
ing with tendrils of bright flowers and wreaths 
of agate, jasper, cornelian, amethyst. — 
as it were, from the garden outside and pres 
into the snowy blocks. Enter by the doorway 
in front, the arched roof of the cupola soars 
above vou, and the light falls dimly on the 
shriue-like tombs in the centre of the glistenin 
marble. See! a winter — 415 in whose glacia 
walls some gentle hand has buried the last flow-

A JOURNALISTIC OUTFIT.

‘Lhe special correspondent of the Paris Temps 
communicates to his paper the following list of 
articles with which war-correspondents accom- 
panying the Russian army in Asia must be sup- 
plied: 1.

| . The first blow toward a complete smash- 


ing of the County Ring was dealt yesterday 
when the question of the Wa.xer-McNe 
‘* extras” came before the Board of Commis- 
sioners. It had been agreed upon by the 
Committee on Public Buildings and Service 
that the matter should be submitted to an 


| Arbitration Committee of taxpayers. A re- 


port to that effect was made, and repudiated 
by a significant vote, several Commissioners 
heretofore suspected of siding with the 
Ring voting against that organization. A 
resolution adopting the estimate of Archi- 
tect Ecan was introduced and sustained by a 
majority of one. The claim was for $92,000, 
while Eaan’s report fixed the amount at 
$21,000. The adoption of the resolution 
saves the county $71,000, without mjuring 
Wai and Me Nn, and leaving the Ring 
to make up as best it can in other ways the 
serious loss imposed upon it by a sudden 
development of honesty in the Board. The 
men who slaughtered the Ring were 
Cuzagy, Brapizy, and Moor, who 
have hitherto not always been found 
on the side of the taxpayers. 
They are to be congratulated upon their vic- 
tory, and the taxpayers look to them as well 
as to those who have always fought the 
steals, but who up to yesterday were ina 
hopeless minority, to follow up the advan- 
tage gained and smash the corrupt gang 
who have been drunk so long on their suc- 
cesses in bulling bills and bearing the 
Treasury. 


was present at the capture of Tirnova, the 
ancient Capital of Bulgaria, by the Russians, 
gives some surprising facts as to the ease 
with which it was occupied. It has been 
generally supposed that Tirnova was a com- 
paratively defenseless locality, spread out on 
a plateau surrounded by hills, but not suffi- 
ciently strong to resist a determined attack. 
It appears, on the other hand, that the city 
occupies a very strong position, so strong in 
fact that the Russian did not expect to take 
it without a desperate fight. It is perched 
upon a rock, has a river protecting its front, 
and is defended by batteries so strong that, 
as the Times says, a few hundred deter- 
mined men could hold them against as many 
thousands.” The Russian force operating in 
the vicinity of Tirnova numbered 5,000 
cavalry, scarcely so many infantry, and 
twenty-six guns. The Turkish garrison 
numbered 3,000 men, composed of- some of 
the finest troops in the army, being, indeed, 
the very battalion which last year took 
the only strong position held by the 
Servians, and at that time displayed 
conspicuous courage. Gallant as the battal- 
ion was, however, it ran away, not from the 
whole of this force, but from a small band of 
Cossacks and dragoons who formed its ad- 
varite guard, headed by the Grand Duke 
Niomotas. Had the Turks offered deter- 
mined resistance, the attack would have been 
considered reckless, and might have ended in 
serious disaster and the capture of the Grand 
Duke himself. As it was, however, the 
Times correspondent says: Infantry with 
guns ran away froma few horsemen. Never 
| was there a more disgraceffl panic.” Since 

the capture the Russians have strengtnened 
| the position as the central point in their line 
| of operations between Sistova and the 
Shipka Pass, and, although they have re- 
moved their headquarters to Bjela, they will 
undoubtedly make a desperate effort to 


| hold it. 
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One of the causes why the Turks in Eu- 


| rope have not hitherto fought with the zeal 
and enthusiasm of the Tur 


ks in Asia, may be 
found in the character of the people where 
the battles are fought. In Asia, the Turkish 
element is largely in the majority, and the 
soldiers feel that they are defending their 
omes, their property, and their religion. In 
ulgaria, on the other hand, Turkish occu- 
pency is simply that of garrison. The Turks 
are not the people. They have, as a rule, no 
homes there. They are the rulers, and they 
have ruled with a fierceness and cruelty un- 
paralleled in national records. Periodical 
massacres and constant insults, exactions. 
and outrages have been the predominant 


| features of the Government of these aliens. 


The Turks, therefore, have no 

from the people of n 
fighting in defense of their homes. This 
throws serious obstacles in the way of the 
Turks and correspondingly smooths the way 
for the Russians. The Christians of Bul- 
garis look upon the Russians as their deliy- 
erers. The correspondent of the London 


tered Tirnova the poor people lit- 
erally wept, prayed, and hung upon the 
necks of their deliverers, who were almost 
smothered with flowers.” This correspond- 
ent occupied the house of an intelligent Bul- 
garian, whose young, pretty, and modest 
daughter was the pride of her parents.” He 
adds: These good folks have been in ter- 


‘ror day and night lest their Mazrrza, the ap- 


ple of their eye, should be taken from them, 
or left to them forcibly dishonored and with- 
out redress of any kind. The father said 
that if the Turks should recapture Tirnova 
he would not wait for their eruelties, but 
would put an end to his existence. This lit- 
tle episode in the history of one family tells 
the whole story of Turkish cruelty and fiend- 
ishness. It finds its parallel in the action 
of the women of Sistova, who, panic-strick- 
en at the retreat of the Russians after 
Plevna, and fearing massacre by the Turks, 
threw their little ones into the Danube to 
save them from the merciless torture and 
horrible cruelties of the Bashi-Bazouks, 
whom they fancied close at hand. If the 
Turks are successful in reoceupying Bul- 
garia, Heaven help the people from the ven- 
geance of these fiendish butchers. 


ALL PAPER CURRENCY DISAPPEARS WITH 
RESUMPTION. 


The New York newspapers, with one or 
two exceptions, clamor for an anforcement 
of the Resumption act, and insist that gold- 
redemption of the greenbacks shall com- 
mence Jan. 1, 1879. We have endeavored to 
secure their attention to one or two points, 
and obtain a little light thereon from them, 
but without avail. Their very light has been 
darkness, and what, then, mug#fhoir darkness 
be? 

Tax Tarsune has insisted that resumption 
under the existing law means contraction of 
the paper currency,—in fact, a complete 
sweeping of it away. In a recent article we 
held this language: ‘‘Under that act the 
greenbacks will be retired, and very rapidly 
too. The banks will not waft until com- 
pelled to buy gold to redeem their notes, but 
will begin to withdraw them long before 
Jan. 1, 1879; long before that date the 
(bank) paper circulation will be retired; all 
debts will be payable in gold after Jan. 1, 
1879, and the gold will command a large pre- 
mium in other descriptions of property, and 
debts will be heavier and harder to pay.” 

The New York Daily Bulletin, the leading 
financial paper of New York, feeling it could 
no longer afford to ignore those assertions, 
essays to answer them. Here is what it says 
in reply: 

Won't Taz Tuns calmly ask itself whether it 
has not been laboring under a bad attack of night- 
mare? After reasonable reflection it must remem- 
ber that. while the Resumption act authorizes the 
**redemption of United States notes on and after 
Jan. 1, 1879, it does not provide for their cancel- 
lation, bat contemplates the reissue of the notes, in 
the same sense as a bank again circulates its notes 
after they have been redeemed. Tue Tribune 
misrepresents the Resumption act, apparently for 
the purpose of prejudicing it in the eyes of the 
public. Whatever greenbacks go into the Treasury 
to be redeemed will go out again in the course of 
ordinary payments and in exchange for coin, which 
the public will desire to get rid of in order to have 
the more convenient and equally valuable paper 
currency. We shall refore have exactly 
the same volume of currency under re- 
sumption as we have now; but as its 
value will be appreciared 5@6 per cent 
through being brought to par, it will possess a 
larger purchasing power; which will be equivalent 
to an increase in its volame by some forty millions 
of dollars—just the sort of thing, we apprehend, 
tnat Tas TRIBUNE wants to remedy the deplorable 
condition of real estate. There will be about the 
same kind and the same amount of legal currency 
available for the banks for the redemption of their 
circulation as there is at present, viz., $300, 600. - 
000 to $360,000,000 of legal-tenders in regular 
circulation, and the banks will be more obligated 
to redeem in gold than in those notes. What, 
then. can Tun TRIBUNE mean when it says, the 
banks, not willing to wait until compelled to buy 
gold to redeem their notes, will withdraw their 
[bank] currency,” and long before Jan. 1, 1879, 
the paper currency will be withdrawn from circu- 
lation? We venture to affirm that Tat Tuners 
does not know of one bank in the country that has 
ever contemplated withdrawing its currency from 
any such fictional motive. 

Bold, dogmatic assertion is not proof. The 
Bulletin has no authority for its assertion 
that the ‘‘ Resumption act contemplates the 
reissue of the greenbacks in the game sense 
as a bank again circulates its notes after they 
have been redeemed,” nor do the Hulle. 
tin Eastern contemporariés affirm any such 
construction of the law, nor do they believe 
it would be practicable to reissue and redeem 
in gold over and over again as a bank would 
its notes. 

When the Resumption bill was on its 
passage in the Senate, Senator Scuurz put 
the question directly to Senator Jon SHER- 
man, who reported the bill, whether it was 
intended or understood that the notes were 
to be reissued, but he could extract no an- 
swer to the inquiry, although he pressed 
Summa hard. No other member of the 
Finance Committee nor any Senator answer- 
edit. All replies were evasive and equivo- 
cal; they all dodged the question. Senator 
Scuvrz wanted to know how the notes were 
to be reissued,—for what they were 
to be paid out if the intention 
was to reissue them. The regular in- 
come of the Government from taxes, he 
pointed out, defrayed all of its expenditures, 
including interest on the debt and something 
for the sinking-fund ; hence the redeemed 
greenbacks could not be reissued in liquida- 
tion of the running expenses of the Govern- 
ment. No Senator threw any light on the 
affirmative of the question. On what au- 
thority, then, does the New York Bulletin so 
jauntily assert that the greenbacks, when re- 
deemed in gold, are to be paid out again and 
re-redeemed in gold as often as they are again 
presented? The Resumption act of Jan. 
14, 1875, among others, contains this pro- 
vision : 

On and after the Ist day of January, 1879, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem in coin the 
United States legal-tender notes then outstanding 
on their presentation for redemption at the office 
of the Assistant Treasurer of the United States, in 
the City of New York, in sums of not less than $50. 


There is nothing said here nor in any otb- 
er part of the act permitting or requiring the 
reissue of the legal-tenders after they have 
been once redeemed in coin. It is apparent 
thatthe Bulletin is trying to deceive the pub- 
lic, or it has spoken without due reflection, and 
has not appreciated the consequences of re- 
sumption under the act. When it says that 
greenbacks can be reissued in the same way 
that a bank reissues its notes, it is clear that 
itis ignorant of the difference between a 
bank and a political government, Banks 
can reissue their notes and redeem them in 
coin as often as so presented, because they 
have capital and are operated tomake profit. 
They loan money, shave paper, receive de- 
posits, discount bills, buy and sell exchange, 
collect notes and checks, take collaterals and 
securities, and are every day being paid by 
their customers and replenished by deposit- 
ors and debtors, and receive interest. In 
short, they do a money-dealing-making-bank- 
ing business, with their own and their cus- 
tomers’ capital, which the Government, 
being merely an officeholder and tax-eater,

banking business. It can borrow and spend, 
but it earns nothing, and has no capital or 
resources of its own except by reaching its 
long fingers into other people's pockets and 
abstracting what it needs for debt-paying and 
living purposes; in short, not being a 
bank, the Government cannot do a banking 
business. If its revenue is sufficient 
for current expenses, any surplus must 
be applied in paying its debts. When 
it redeems a note, that is the end of the note ; 
when it redeems a bond, that is the end of 
the bond; both are paid and must be can- 
celed. 

We fear the Bulictin has not stopped to 
consider how fast the greenbacks would in- 
evitably be presented for redemption. The 
least amount of gold the Government must 
be prep to furnish is the quantity re- 
quired to pay\duties and what may be need- 
ed for foreign exchanges. During the past 
year there were $133,000,000 received for 
duties, and $56,000,000 were exported 
by merchants. If the Government had been 
redeeming its greenbacks the demand upon it 
would therefore have been $189,000,000 
of gold. Nobody would sell greenbacks to 
brokers at a discount if they could get them 
cashed at par at the Sub-Treasury. If the 
Government reissued its notes, the banks of 
every description,—National, State, private, 
and savings,—and every other institution, 
corporation, importer, tourist, or individual 
needing gold, would take the greenbacks to 
the Sub-Treasuries and get it. Coin paid 
into the Custom-House for tariff duties will 
not find its way back into the Treasury in 
a shape to be available for a re-redemption 
of notes, because it will have to be paid to 
the public creditors as interest on the debt 
or in purchase of bonds for the sinking fund. 
There is none too much received from duties 
for these two purposes now. 

This demand—feteay, $160,000,000 to 
$190,000,008 of gold will be not for one 
year, but annually, until the debt is paid off 
in large part. We regret that the Bulletin 
did not explain more fully and clearly its 
plan, if it had any, for reissuing the green- 
backs after they had once been redeemed. 

We can think of only two ways by which 
the Government might reissue the redeemed 
notes without increasing the national debt. 
The first is to buy gold with those notes. 
But, if the redeemed notes were reissued in 
purchases of gold, it would be absolutely 
necessary that no premium be paid for the 
gold, because if the notes were sold at a dis- 
count the purchasers thereof would imme- 
diately turn round and present them for re- 
demption in gold, for the purpose of making 
a profit equal to the discount, and as often 
as the notes were reissued by selling them 
for gold the speculators would play the same 


by the brokers, that plan must fail. 

The other method of reissuing the re- 
deemed greenbacks is to buy bonds with 
them at whatever price the holders may de- 
mand. But while the Government was thus 
purchasing bonds, in order to reissue its 
greenbacks, what would it do for gold with 
which to redeem its notes that would neces- 
sarily keep pouring in at the rate of three or 
four millions per week? It would have fo 
turn round and sell for gold the very bonds 
it was buying in for greenbacks. This shut- 
tlecock sort of business would not work, as 
the speculators would skin the Government 
right and left. The Government would have 
to sell its bonds cheap and buy them back 
dear the next day. 

The fact is, Senator SHenman and his Fi- 
nance Committee perceived all those di fficul- 
ties, and well knew that a reissue of the 
greenbacks would be impracticable; but, as 
they were exceedingly anxious to secure the 
passage of the Resumption bill, they were 
afraid to confess, in the hearing of the 
country, that the greenbacks, when redeemed 
in coin, could not again be put in circulation, 
but must be canceled and destroyed. 

Let us hear from the Bulletin or any of 
its New York contemporaries, stich as the 
Times, Tribune, or Nation, on the question 
of the reissue of the gold-redeemed green- 
backs. Is it to be done, and how? On the 
answer to the question ‘* hangs the law and 
the prophets” of the resumption question. 
Tell us, gentlemen, how the Government 
will provide the gold for the second, third, 
and on to the twentieth redemption of its 
notes at the rate of $150,000,000 to 
$200,000,000 per annum. We pause fora 
reply. 

THE OCCUPATION OF GALLIPOLL 

The latest English papers which come to 
us are in doubt whether the destination of 
the English troops recently ordered to be in 
readiness is Malta or Gallipoli. The London 
Times discusses both probabilities. So far 
as Malta is concerned, it finds no cause for 
disquietude. If thé troops are going there 
for garrison duty, it is simply a precaution- 
ary measure of keeping the chief English 
naval station in the Mediterranean well 
equipped, and can be no more offensive to 
Russia than the action of Austria in placing 
a force on the Bosnian frontier. The occu- 
pation of the peninsula of Gallipoli between 
the Dardanelles and the Gulf of Sapros, al- 
though it is notin the direct line of Rus- 
sian invasion, is a more serious matter, and 
could only be justified by very urgent rea- 
sons. That the English are now discussing 
these reasons is a pretty sure indication that 
sooner or later Gallipoli will be occupied. 
They take the position that the interests of 
the Russians cannot be menaced by its occu- 
pancy, but that, on the other hand, English 
interests may be menaced by Russian oocu- 
pation of Constantinople. They have evi- 
dently little faith in Russian promises. 
Even the London Times, which is very con- 
servative and impartial with regard to ev- 
erything connetted with the Eastern question, 
gays: a 

The Czar has given a solemn pledge, no doubt, 
that, even if he should be obliged to occupy Con- 
stantinople, he should make no attempt to add it 
tothe Russian dominions. THe could not break 
that promise without having to make war against 
half of Europe. Still, the value of the prize is so 
enormous that the neatral Powers may be excused 
for declining to be dependent for the fate of Con- 
stantinople on any mere act of resignation. They 
may aleo plead that they must take precautions 
against a danger which, if less obvious, has more 
of reality and is more pressing. Although Russia 
has pledged herself not to keep Conetantinople, 
she has not promised that she may not demand 
such conditions of peace as would seriously com- 
promise the interests of the neutral Powers. 


The English urge that Germany can take 
care of herself with her powerful army, and 
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trick. As there would be a premium charged

In the present condition of 
the Russian army there is no emergency re- 
quiring the occupation of the peninsula, but 
if its losses should be retrieved and the Turks 
should be pushed back into Roumelia, there 
is little doubt that England would imme- 
diately seize this point of vantage.” 


THE LAW OF THE STRIKE. 

The lecture which Judge Drummonp gave 
the Indiana railroad strikers—fifteen of 
whom he sentenced to three months’ im- 
prisonment—was more pointed and vigorous 
than that which he had occasion to deliver 
in Chicago under similar circumstances. It 
would be for the advantage of the laboring 


classes throughout the country if this plain. 


talk could have been addressed to the ear of 
every man among them, for its reasoning 
cannot be disputed, and it might prevent for 
a long time any disposition to manage 
strikes in a violent and unlawful fashion. 
There are notably three points which should 
command the attention of the railroad em- 
ployes : 

1. While all workingmen have a natural 
right to refuse to labor when they are con- 
vinced they are not adequately compen- 
sated, no man has either a natural or legal 
right to say that another shall not work at 
the wages he has rejected, or to suspend, by 
violent interference, the operation of the 
business in which he was employed. It 
will not be contended by any 
one who is not imbued with the 
most virulent Communistie notions that 
a man may go into a shop. pick up a piece 
of goods, say what he will give for it, lay 
down his money, and walk off with the arti- 
cle he desires in spite of the protest of the 
shopkeeper. The person attempting to do 
this would be turned over to tlie nearest po- 
liceman as athief. Nor may a man who 
offers a smaller price for a piece of beef or a 
peck of potatoes than the market-keeper is 
willing to take thereupon proceed to close 
the doors of the market and forcibly prevent 
the keeper from selling to those who wish to 
buy at his prices. Yet all this is, in effect, 
what the railroad strikers assumed to do. 
Labor, like any other commodity, is bought 
and sold at a stipulated price. As a rule, it 
is regulated by supply and demand, and the 
employer who does not recognize this influ- 
ence will be speedily brought to terms by 
finding that he cannot get men to work for 
him. But, in all cases, the wages paid for 
labor are subject te mutual agree- 
ment between the employer and em- 
ployed. The former cannot dictate 
it, because the latter may quit work if the 
price offered does not suit him; but neither 
can the employes be permitted to dictate the 
price to the employer, and enforce their dic- 
tation by interference with those who desire 
to take their places or by a violent stoppage 
of the business ; for this is parallel with the 
seizure of dry goods in a shop, or a piece of 
meat in a market, and forcibly carrying it off 
without the owner’s consenting to part with 
it at the price offered. 

2. While this is a clear principle of justice 
and rule of law as applied to all trades, it 
acquires a special significance in the case of 
railroad employes, forthe reason that a vio- 
lent interruption of the railroad business is 
at the same time an interruption of all agri- 
cultural, commercial, and other industrial 
pursuits. When the railway employes 
strike, and then prevent others from 
taking their places and interrupt the 
operation of the roads, they do not 
confine themselves to the work of em- 
barrassing those alone against whom they 
think they have a grievance, but they attack 
al) other classes of employers, all the manu- 
facturers, farmers, merchants, and bankers, 
and the Government itself. It is for this 
reason that a more direct intervention of the 
national authority is demanded, not merely 
to punish but to prevent the recurrence of a 
general railroad strike. The recent troubles 
demonttrated that the States, in their indi- 
vidual capacity, are not equal to grappling 
with a concerted strike of the railroad em- 
ployes throughout the country. Many of 
them were forced to appeal for national aid, 
and it was obviously the duty of some Gov- 
ernors to do so who neglected it. But this 
process is too slow to meet the exigencies of 
the case. Nearly all of the railroads are 
inter-State institutions, and in that char- 
acter properly come under the jurisdiction 
of the National Government, which 
has the constitutional right to regulate 
commerce between the several States. The 
Cabinet already has this subject under con- 
sideration, and one of the first things for 
the new Congress to do will be to agree 
upon a law that shall enable the direct in- 
tervention of the United States Courts and 
authorities in the case of railroad riots, and 
provide a national system of settlement, 
when differences arise between railroad com- 
panies and their employes, that shall prevent 
asuspension of the freight and passenger 
transportation of the country. Government- 
al, social, and commercial interests alike de- 
mand this. 

3. Another point in Judge Drummonn’s re- 
view should be impressed upon all those who 
deprecate the destruction of life and prop- 
erty. It was suggested by a remark of one 
of the Committee of Strikers at Terre Haute, 
who, pointing to the mob, said: “ There is 
an element in that crowd which the Commit- 
tee cannot control.” But this will always 
be the case. Whenever the business of 
the country is suspended by violence, the 
mob element will come to the front. It is 
the opportunity of the Communists, the 
vagrants, tramps, street-loafers, thieves, and 
vicious classes. The example of lawlessness 
once given by any working class, and tol- 
erated by the community, the non-working 
of plunder and destruction. From that

In the fol- 
paragraph Judge Drus«onp vividly 
pictures the common interest of all society 
in resisting these attacks:

daughter, who was dying. Suppose many things 
which micht have occurred. You see in this way 
how you interfered witn everything that we hold 
most precious as citizens of this country; and the 
mails, the mode of communication, you arrested 
even them, because vou arrested the trains dy 
which they were carried. It is almost impossible 
forthe mind to conceive of the almost infinite 
wrong which may attend the stoppage of & 
train,—the railroad trains in our country,— 
even for a day; of course no one can tell 
what it would be when trains are stopped for more 
than that time,—for a week. This being so, what- 
ever may be the feeling in the community, —that 
perhaps railroad ¢mployes ought to receive more 
than they do regeive,—still it is not in this way 
that that is to bg remedied, because yon make war 
upon society, and society will always arise under 
such circumstances against those who make war 
upon it. It is not possible that any class of men 
can rise against a whole community sad expect 
that society will not resent its abused rights and 
redress its wrongs. It willas long as society exists. 
Railroad employes must recollect that other peo- 
ple have richts as well as they; they act as though 
noone else haa any rights except themselves. 
Merchants have rights, professional men have 
rights, farmers have rights, and even railroad 
companies have rights. All men have their rights, 


and all corporations have their rights under the 
law. 

The sentences which Judge Drummonp has 
passed and the timely decisions he has made 
show how much of an advantage it would be 
it all the railroad strikers came under the 
jurisdiction of the United States as do those 
who interfere with the operation of the roads 
in the hands of Receivers. Thearrest of the 
rioters would be more prompt and their pun- 
ishment more summary, and time is of the 
utmost importance when the suspension of 
the entire business of the country is in ques- 
tion. The incidents of the late riots also 
demonstrated that the United States author- 
ities command a higher respect than local or 
even State authorities,—a respect which 
would be measurably increased ‘f the direct 
intervention of the national authority were 
provided for by national law whenever the 
suspension of inter-State railroads is threat-

Eastern Railroad Company. At the time 
the election was called and held, no law 
was in force which authorized the elec. 
tion or conferred power upon the town to 
vote upon the question, or in any manner to 
become a stockholder in the Railroad Com- 
pany. On March 5, 1869, the Legislature of 
(inois passed an act which declared this 
election hereby legalized and made bind. 
ing and valid, notwithstanding there was no 
law existing at the time said election was 
held authorizing the people of said township 
to vote for subscription te the capital stock 
of said Company.” This act further pro. 
vided that the Supervisor make a valid and 
binding subscription, and issue bonds, etc, 
The Supervisor accordingly subscribed 860, 
000, and in due time—in March, 

Supervisor and Clerk issued and delivered 
the sixty bonds, each for $1,000, bearing 10 
per cent interest. The Court held, as it had 
held in previous cases, that the Legislature 
had no power under the Constitution to pass 
a law rendering the election and subscription 
valid, as the effect would be to compel a 
municipal corporation to incur a debt for 
purely a local municipal purpose; and that 
the Legislature could not authorize a Super- 
visor and Town Olerk to create a com 
porate debt without the consent of the 
people expressed at the polls, as the 
power to impose taxes or to create 
a corporate debt is not incident to their 
powers. The bonds in this case recited on 
their face that they were issued under the 
election of December, 1868, and therefore

DEVOURED BY FLAMES.

Gruen Bay, Wis., Aug. 6—The very dis 
agreeable drought which had protracted its stay 
for many weeks past in this garden-spot of Wis- 
consin, accompanied with the usual forest and 
prairie fires, culminated yesterday in a destruc 
tive conflagration a few miles east of this city, 
sweeping before it the thickly settled farming 
township of Eaton. For two weeks past the 
woods in the neighborhood of Woodruff’s mills 
have been burning more or less vigorously, 
omniously threatening the neighboring farming 
settlements. The creeping motion which they 
had as yet maintained was urged to almost 
lightning rapidity by a small burricane 
which put in am appearance Saturday 
night, and the brand was scattered broadcast. 
Sunday morning saw no cessation of fire, though 
the wind relaxed some, only to come again with 
double fury in the afternoon. Most of the men 
in the township were off in camp ou the prairies 
making hay, and their wives at home had to turn 
out and do manly duty in fighting this unwel- 
come enemy. Their utmost efforts availed 
nothing. They were baffled at every point, and 
again and again sought new places of safety 
with their children. In the entire town only 
three houses remain standing, the inmates barely 
escaping with their lives, and with no earthly 
possession but the clothes on their backs, and 
even these in most cases were scorched and 
tattered to such a degree as to afford almost no 
protection. 

Henry Siefert, whose dwelling seems to have 
escaped by something like a miracle, barns, 
fences, and everything else around it having 
been swept awa, like so much chaff, came to 
this city to-day to obtain relief for the suffer- 
ers. He had turned his house into a gen- 
eral hospital. From him your reporter 
gleaned such particulars as are known 
up to the present hour. It was in 
the centre of a plowed field near this house 
that some thirty families yesterday sought ref- 
uge. They came from all parts of the township, 
and all told the same story, the destruction of 
their all. Two families were destroyed and 
three more are missing, it is hoped in some safe 
place, though the worst is feared. Of a settle- 
ment of seventeen houses in the neighborhood 
known as Benjamin’s, not a single one remains. 
Not a fence remains standing in the township, 
and the affrichted cattle, thus freed, seek sure 
destruction in the neighboring woods yet barn- 
ing. Dead sheep, pigs, and cows lie scaitered 
everywhere. A drove of sheep, seventeen in 
number, were found huddled in a heap all 
charred and roasted. 

Some peculiarities are mentioned: A woman 
named Polaski took all her valuables and house- 
hold furniture and laid them, as she thought, in 
safety beside a neighboring pond. The empty 
house bad no charm for the fire-fiend, who 
scooped down on the valuables from an unseen 
quarter, and left the house standing, though the 
fences were burned. Everywhere the ripening 
grain escaped serious injury, which fact to the 
sufferers seems the one redeeming feature of 
the disaster. A number of Green-Bay men 


| went to the desolated place to-day, and imme- 


diately after their return some effort will be 
organized to furnish relief. Indeed, already the 
proper authorities have directed that the desti- 
tute families shall be given a home in the Coun- 
ty Poor- House here until other provision shall 
be made.

THE CANADIAN DISASTER. 

Smacoz, Ont., Aug. 6.—On Saturday night at 
11 o’clock .a fire broke out in the Poor- 
House, on the Norfolk County Industrial farm, 
near this town. It was a huge wooden pile, and 
by midnight the whole structure was destroyed. 
The water supply was defective, and the brigade 
from the town could effect little. The Poor-House 
contained forty-three male and, eightœen female 
inmates, paupers of the county. Desperate ex- 
ertions were made to save life, but so quickly 
did the flames extend that seventeen of them 
were caught and burned to death,—six women 
and eleven men. These were principally bed- 
ridden old people who could not move 
without and in the face of the 
roering aid could not reach 
them. At 2 o'clock this N men 
began to dig in the smoking debris for the 
bodies, but in the majority of cases they were 
reduced to ashes. Five men were burned 
severely in attempting to rescue the paupers. 
The cause of the fire is unkuown. The inquest 
was begun to-day, but adjourned until Wednes- 


day.

There is some talk of getting up a contest be-

tory of Monaco. Monaco is an Italian princi- 
pality, though French territory bounds it on 
three sides and the Mediterranean on the fourth. 
Formerly, when it included as well the Com- 
munes of Roccabruna and Meutone (ceded to 
France in 1861, after the annexation of Nice and 
Savoy, inreturn for an indemnity of 4,000,000 
francs), it had au area of some fifteen square 
miles; now, including the Town of Monte Carlo, 
it is reduced to some six n miles. Its popu- 
lation in 1867 was 3,127, che townsmen num 
bering 1.887. The fertile soil and smiling 
climate, the beauty of the noble coast scenery, 
and the gleaming Mediterranean which bathes 
its shores, make Monaco a little natural para- 
dise. Its sunsbine and mild air are so useful 
in the cure of pulmonary complaints, that it has 
become a formidable rival of Nice as a sanitary 
resort and watering-place. It has other attrac- 
tions and points of interest of a more imposing 
character to commend it alike to traveler or 
reader. Historically considered, Monaco if not 
famous is at least avery curious place. The 
reigning Prince Charles III. is an hereditary 
peer of old France asa Duke of Valentinoi 
and a grandee of Spain of the first class, as wel 
as head of the Grimaldi dynasty, which dates 
back to 968. This noble Genoese family, under 
the protectorate now of one = now of an- 
other, beld its principality till early in the last 
century it passed, on the marriage of the last 
heir, a daughter, into the hands of a Frenchman, 
Jacques de Goyon-Matignon, Count de Thorig- 
ny. Saint-Simon devotes a _ characteristic 
note in one of the earlier volumesof his Me- 
moires to the house as follows: M. Grimaldi 
had obtained for himself the title of a foreign 
Prince by the marriage of his sen with the 
Duchess de Valentinvis, daughter of M. Le 
Grand (Louis of Lorraine, Comte d’ Armagnac 
who enjoyed the sovereignty of a rock so smal 
that one might stand in the middle and spit 
over the edges of it. At last the youth and 
father grew tired and took away Mme. Valen- 
tinois with them to the e rock. After 
two years of absence and re she prom- 
ised marvels, and was allowed to return to 
Paris.

With a territory so small and a a My 80 
ancient, the Prince of Monaco ought to be the 
young ** King Cole of monarchs, and to rule 
over a people as remarkable as his realm. He 
does. None of them are peasants, but all are 
of gentle birth. Charles V., who hated to 
make two bites of a cherry, having en- 
nobled all the Monegasques ina lump. Nor do 
they pay any taxes, eince the decree of 
Feb. 8, 1869, which abolished in the oe 
all taxes, duties, and fees, and remitted ail 
arrears that might be due to the Prince. All 
the revenue of the Prince is furnished by the 
company of which M. Blanc was the head. The 
Establissement des Jeux has built a magnificent 
casino and a grand hotel, and established at 
Monaco in perpetual session the high congress 
of European gaming. The Blanc brothers, 
Louis aud Francois, like the illustrious Benazet 
at Baden-Baden, were forced by a spasm of 
German virtue to abandon their Kursaal at 
Homburg, for which they paid a high annual 
rent, besides expending on its construction half 
a million francs. They were notified that at the 
close of their thirty years’ lease in 1870 it would 
not be renewed, and at the same time 
France declared against public gaming, so 
that the priests of the goddess Fortune were 
forced to look out for some spot which to nat- 
ural advantages should add those of a govern- 
ment not too strait laced or too respectable to 
be dealt with. They found their hearts’ desire 
in Monaco. Under the new administration the 
place bas increased in population as well as in 
notoriety. The Casino is open all the year 
roune, with daily concerts, balls, reading-rooms, 
and all other accessories of the watering-place. 
There is a grand and beautiful bath-house in 
the port, with sea water and fresh-water baths 
under the same roof, with a temperature in the 
winter months like that of -Paris in June and 
July. The pretty little town looks loitily out 
over the azure sea, and has a ace, 
the Chateau de Marchais, of the most castel- 
lated sort, which is occupied during most of 
the year by the Prince, now nearly 60 and nearly 
blind. Besides its gambling tables,—which less 
than a month ago a pious pilgrim to the Pontifi- 
cal jubilee undertook to break up by the indis- 
criminate use of a revolver,—Monaco offers a 
capital attraction to European sportsmen in its 
annual pigeon-shooting tournaments, though 
we believe that the sport is carried on with the 
disadvantage of siugg sh birds and under the 
novel conditions of the traps being sprung on 
the edge of a seaward-looking cliff, with a net 
spread outside for the retrieving of birds. There 
is a sound reason for this, the fact being that to 
shoot in any other way would be to put the in- 
habitants of a considerable portion of the terri- 
a in peril of their noble and-untaxed lives.

The Big Sait by the Govern ment for $2,314,- 
200 About to Be Tried—Interesting Devel- 
opments Anticipated.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 26.—The suit on the 
part of the Government agaiust William Mc- 
Kee, to recover the entire amount out of which 
the National Treasury was defrauded by the St. 
Louis Whisky Ring, was placed on the docket of 
the United States Court to-day, and made a 


matter of record. The petition contains 1,655 
counts, judgment of $1,400 on each count being 
asked,—in all, $2,314,200. The first count is as 
follows: 

The plaintiff, the United States of America, 
staies that heretofore, on the 15th day of June, in 
the year 1874, one Maklot Thompson, being then 
engaged in the business of distilling at the distiliery

Nicholis, of Louisiana, Closed Up 
a Commanist Meeting. 
. Louis Republican. 

Detective slentenee, who yesterday arrived 

from a New Orleans trip, in conversation-with a 

reporter ve a very interesting 
statement from an inside view of the manner in 
which the New Orleans uprising was suppressed 
in its incipiency. 

The Communists, or mobites, to the number 
of about 200, met one evening ina hall on the 
second floor of a building for the purpose of 
taking steps to organize and enlist the rough 
element for ugly work. 

Gov. Nicholls, who takes great pride in the 
peace and good order which has attended his 
administration thus far, learned of this meeting 
and determined that thg movement should 
reach no further development. Going to the 
police headquarters, he gave orders for a raid. 
Chief Thomas N. Boylan instructed that two 
howitzers and a Gatling gun be taken out from 
the arsenal, which institution is in his charge, 
and with a large force of men started for the 
building. The building was surrounded, and 
the howitzers planted, the Gatl gan being 
fixed so as to rake the main exit. v. Nicholls 
then gave orders that the Communists be voti- 
fiea that they would be allowed five minutes to 
get out of there, and that if, at the end of that 
time, the meeting was vot dispersed, the build- 
ing should be blown down by the cannon. 

Chief Boylan evtered the saloon on the lower 
floor and asked the proprietor, a creole, what 
sort of meeting was going on up-stairs.

A Nevada Sand-Storm.

A Hanged Colored Man's Funeral. 
Jactson ( Miss.) Tritune. 

After the execution of Min Wilson his body 
was conveyed to the room of Marv Irvin, a coſ- 
ored woman who resides in the frame block 
southeast of the Public Square, on Baltimore 
street. There it was laid out by a large number 
of colored age assembled to receive it.
